There is o n fo o t a deliberate and vicio us attempt to be­ 
little President Co o lidge’s pro gram o f eco no my. There is no 
do ubt in the minds o f many in W ashingto n that, this attempt 
is being made no t o nly by po litical o ppo nents, but also by 
ao me who are interented to see that the go vernment sho vels 
o ut mo ney in ex penditures which wo uld result in their per­ 
so nal gain. 
This is evidenced by the hetero geneo us co llec­ 
tio n o f rumo rs, innuendo es, skillfully tho ught o ut pro pagan­ 
da, infantile imagings and do uble-meaning articles which, 
w ith the Washingto n date line, is being bro adcast thro ugh­ 
o ut the co untry. 
Pnder the classificatio n o f vicio us and mis 
leading pro paganda o ne can, by carefully reading articles 
sent o ut fro m the natio n’s capital, discern the effo rt that is 
being made to misco nstrue the attitude o f the President in 
the matter o f eco no my. It is ex tremely do ubtful, despite the 
effo rts o f so me o f the writers o f this kind o f matter, that 
any impressio n has been, o r will be made upo n ih*> peo ple 
o f the natio n. The o riginato rs o f this plan have o verlo o ked 
o ne impo rtant facto r, namely, that the peo ple o f the co un­ 
try have witnessed a material demo nstratio n <>i the benefits*, 
o f thtf President’s plan to sto p the wasting o f tin» tax -pay- 
er’s mo ney. 
It is no t an easy matter, even fo r clever pro pa­ 
gandists, to fo o l the peo ple when they kno w that the p res­ 
ent plan o f sto pping wastage has resulted in the saving o f 
their do llars. 
It must be reco gnized t h a t ‘natio nal eco no my 
and the decrease in the ex penses o f the go vernment have 
and the decrease in the ex penses o f the go vernment has 
bro ught abo ut a decrease in federal tax es.

activities. This means that with these ex penditures eliminat­ 
ed less mo ney has to be paid to the go vernment, in the fo rm

ual to spend as he o r she pleases. 
The President intends to 
sto p the wasting o f the tax -payer’s mo ney, and there certain­ 
ly' has been a great wastage o f the peo ple’s mo ney since the 
beginning o f the Wo rld War. 
President Co o lidge is co ncerned o nly with the manner m 
which the go vernment spends the tax payer's mo ney; what 
the individual man and wo man do with their o wn wages o r 
inco me is a matter that the President co nsiders their o wn 
perso nal business.

There are tho se who , fo r purely selfish reaso ns, wo uld be 
delighted to see the President’s po licy o f eco no my killed 
killed in o rder that they might put their hands in the tax ­ 
payer’s po cket and pull o ut every do llar therein. 
There are so me very clever pro pagandists sending o ut 
sto ries fro m Washingto n. 
One thing is certain, the Presi­

Then, if the pro jects are an engineering po ssibility, 
financial impo ssibility, it is the business o f the bureau, 
Co ngress pro vides the mo ney, to spend it. 
Harmo nio us actio n is feasible.
